37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attomeys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: This case is under final rejection. The applicant has revoked the 
power of attorney and is prosecuting the case. Claim 1 was discussed. Based on claim 1, the prior art merely has to 
show: stored lessons or musical data, wherein a passage including a series of tones is played and that passage is 
followed by a period of silence to allow the user or player to play the passage. The examiner sees the claim as being 
very broad. It is believed that there are many prior art refences that could read on these claim limitations. The claim is 
almost as broad as being read on by a tape player, wherein a passage is played back with a pause in sound to allow 
the user to play. A tape player would lack only the computer for programming playback. Because this case is under 
final rejection, the examiner advised the applicant of his options. At this time the applicant can either file an appeal, file 
a RCE (continuing application), or put the case in condition for allowance. The applicant was told that he could review 
the prior art and try to find features in his invention and disclosure that are lacked in the prior art. Those features 
should be incorporated into the independent claims to try to obtain patentable subject matter. However, the addition of 
new limitations may require a new search, which would be followed by an advisory action which would not permit the 
language without filing a RCE or continuing application. However, if the examiner feels the new limitations are not a 
burden to search, and that the language may place the application in condition for allowance, then full consideration 
would be given to the application and an updated search would be performed. If the applicant wishes to discuss 
matters involving this application, he is free to contact the examiner to discuss these matters. . 
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
